| OF an inquest was held respeeting the death of 


Corporal Hicklow, Corporal McCall, Bandsman 
Surre, Private Washington, Boy Evans, Boy 
Suumons, and Boy Hesterman, of the 2nd 
jampshire Regiment, who were killed in a mine 
explosion at Youghal. 

An, officer who was in charge of the company 
of soldiers stated that they were voing to the 
rifle range at Youghal on 3ist May. The band 
was unarmed. There was an explosion in the 
middle of the band,which was playing at the time. 
The mine was exploded by a batlery which was 
found about eighty yards away. Three soldiers 
were killed outright, three others died shortly 
after, and another on the following day. It 
was a well-known fact that the band and the 
regiment were becoming very popular with the 
townspeople. Since their arrival there had been 
no trouble of any kind between the townspeople 
and the military. 

THE VERDICT 

The Court found that the cause of death was 
due to lacerated and penetrated wound and 
shock and hemorrhage cansed by an explosion 
of a road mine at Youghal on Sist May: that 
the explosion that caused the deaths was due to 
a portion of the road being mined and exploded 
electrically by one or more persons unknown, 
such person or persons being guilty of wilful 
murder; the Court is of oninion that this eold- 
blooded murder was deliberately planned on 
account of the popularity of the band and the 
regiment, and that the murderer or murderers 
knew that the band was unarmed and contained 
many young boys, and that no attack was made 


on anybody else except the band.
